He  also  inquired  about  how  to  get  a  copy  of  the  TWU-MOU. 

Duncan  Brown  commented  that  MV  Transportation's  service  is 
declining.     He  noted  that  clients  are  picked  up  or  returned  late 
and  they  deserve  better  treatment .

PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Elizabeth  Boardman,   PCC  Chair,   is  supportive  of  the  vote.     She  is 
concerned  that  the  increase  in  price  for  lift  van  rid  for  people 
on  SSI  will  be  very  difficult.     She  also  has  concerns  about  the 
transitional  fare  assistance  proposal. 
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Ms.   Boardman  replied  affirmatively  to  President  Nothenberg's 
question  to  her  asking  if  she  recommended  taking  action  on  the 
item  today . 

Michael  Kwok,  Vice-Chair,   PCC,   noted  that  the  decision  the  PCC 
made  was  very  difficult.     He  asked  for  a  vote  on  the  item  and  for 
staff  to  continue  to  look  for  ways  to  provide  additional  funding. 
He  also  noted  that  the  $3  5  fast  pass  is  cheaper  than  other  Bay 
Area . 

K.   Yasha  has  been  a  lift  van  rider  since  1979  and  has  seen 
fares  increase  over  years.     She  feels  this  jump  is  outrageous 
particularly  for  people  who  have  no  other  means  of 
transportation.     She  is  also  upset  over  the  number  of  inoperable 
wheelchair  lifts  and  spoke  about  having  to  be  rescued  twice  by 
the  Fire  Department . 

Marianne  Ades  agrees  with  the  sentiments  of  prior  speakers.  The 
increase  will  mean  she  can't  buy  a  week's  worth  of  groceries. 
She  asked  that  we  leave  the  fast  pass  fare  at  $8  for  people  on 
low/fixed  income. 

Peggy  Coster  asked  for  clarification  about  some  of  the  working 
definitions  and  expressed  her  concern  that  lift  van  users  are  not 
adequately  represented  on  the  PCC.     She  also  noted  that  most  PCC 
members  aren't  on  SSI  and  can't  address  the  concerns  of  those  who 
are.     She  also  stated  that  one  of  best  ways  to  keep  people  with 
disabilities  from  fending  for  themselves  is  to  make  it 
financially  impossible  for  them  to  do  so. 

Barbara  Elias-Baker,   PCC  member,   supports  the  delay  of  fare 
increase  to  July  1st.   She  urged  MUNI  to  put  together  money  for 
the  helping  wheels  fund. 

Sue  Eisenberg,   Self-Help  for  Elderly,   supports  the  delay  of  the 
fare  increase  and  urged  the  commission  to  find  funds  to  help 
people . 

Margaret  Voorhies,   a  retired  school  teacher  and  Laguna  Honda 
volunteer  noted  that  most  patients  at  Laguna  Honda  get  $35  or  $42 
dollars  per  month  for  spending  money  including  transportation 
costs.   She's  concerned  about  a  diminished  quality  of  life  for 
approximately  300  patients. 

Jewel  McGinnis  asked  the  commission  to  think  about  the  entire 
group  of  disabled  -  not  just  wheelchair  users  or  patients  at 
Laguna  Honda.     She  noted  that  taxi  users  are  immediately  impacted 
where  group  and  lift  van  users  won't  be  affected  until  July  1st. 
She's  opposed  to  the  $35  dollar  increase. 

Mitchell  Epstein,  a  Golden  Gate  Regional  Center  social  worker,  is 
concerned  about  many  people  who  are  on  SSI.  He  said  those  people 
don't  have  any  money  and  a  hair  cut  is  a  luxury  to  them. 
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Bruce  Oka,   PCC  member,   echoed  what  Ms.  McGinnis  said.     Mr.  Oka 
has  had  to  use  a  bus  most  of  his  life  and  hasn't  been  dependent 
on  door  to  door  users.       He  stated  it  was  high  time  for  fare 
equity . 

Director  Cruz  reviewed  the  fee  structure  in  other  Bay  Area 
Counties  and  noted  that  we  have  the  lowest  fares  and  we  provide 
more  paratransit  trips  than  all  other  counties  combined.  He  will 
continue  to  work  with  DSS/DPH  to  identify  users  with  the  greatest 
need.  He  also  suggested  we  look  at  raising  more  private  money  or 
matching  donations.  He  added  that  staff's  view  is  that  this  is  a 
fair  decision . 

Commissioner  Sun  commented  that  he  was  pleased  to  see  people  here 
to  testify.     He  noted  that  the  delay  of  implementation  will  help 
agencies  and  individuals.  He  doesn't  want  to  ignore  the  general 
public  erosion  of  support  for  people  in  need,  not  only  people 
with  disabilities.  He  cited  the  voting  publics'  diminished 
support  for  those  in  need  nationwide  and  how  San  Francisco  needs 
to  find  ways  to  bring  its  resources  to  bear  on  a  multitude  of 
issues  to  minimize  the  impact  on  those  in  need. 

Commissioner  Flynn  noted  that  the  staff  and  the  commission  can 
find  money  for  anything  it  wants  to  do.  He  asked  about  the  cost 
of  keeping  the  fare  at  $8.00  and  is  opposed  to  raising  the  fare 
to  $35. 

President  Nothenberg  asked  the  director  to  look  for  a  way  to 
comply  with  Commissioner  Flynn 's  concerns  when  we  discuss  the 
budget .

He  also  said  he 
is  woken  up  at  night  by  the  sound  of  the  cars.

Mas  Kawaguchi  representing  the  Parkside  District  Improvement 
Club  said  he  was  happy  to  hear  that  the  department  is 
committed  to  taking  care  of  the  noise  and  vibrations. 

Bill  Trumbo  appreciates  the  lack  of  Breda  cars  on  the  road 
over  last  two  weeks  and  appreciates  efforts  to  correct  the 
problem.     He  added  that  this  is  not  a  new  issue,   it's  been 
around  for  18  months  and  he's     skeptical  that  we'll  have 
solution  in  next  three  weeks. 
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Bruce  Oka,   MAAC  Chair,   is  very  troubled  about  how 
information  is  communicated  by  the  Mayor's  staff  regarding 
the  Church  and  3  0th  situation.

President  Nothenberg  stated  that  this  conversation  was  intended 
to  be  a  high  level  overview  of  MUNI's  total  resources,  how  much 
of  that  money  can  be  programmed  and  in  broad  terms,  where  staff 
proposes  to  put  the  money.     On  March  4,   the  commission  will  hold 
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a  special  meeting  to    have  a  far  more  detailed  discussion  of 
where  the  dollars  will  go.     The  commission  may  choose  to  schedule 
an  additional  special  meeting  on  March  18  but  that  will  depend  on 
outcome  of  the  meeting  on  4th.     The  commission  will  take  a  final 
vote  to  approve  the  budget  on  March  25. 

The  director  reviewed  the  FY97/98  budget  framework  and  asked  the 
commission  for  input  on  items  they  might  wish  to  see  in  the 
budget . 

Commissioners  Flynn  and  Knox  asked  staff  to  look  at  how  to 
further  help  the  disabled  and,  particularly,   at  any  unused  funds 
from  past  years  which  the  Transportation  Authority  is  holding  for 
paratransit  expenditures. 

Commissioner  Herrera  asked  staff  to  highlight  Prop  J.  Audit 
recommendations  which  yield  cost  savings  for  the  Railway. 

Commissioner  Sun  asked  that  staff  begin  a  preliminary  examination 
of  our  routes  and  schedules  and  asked  about  how  we  can  begin  to 
make  that  area  work,   given  existing  personnel  and  funding.  He 
also  asked  that  the  budget  highlight  station  agent  staffing  and 
capital  improvement  issues.

The  commission  asked  the  department  to  look  at  programs  which  could 
reduce  or  prevent  workers  comp  claims  and  return  to  the  commission 
with  suggestions  for  reprogramming  funds  for  next  year. 

Peg  Divine,   Deputy  Director  -  Capital  Projects,   discussed  the  rail 
replacement  needs.     She  noted  that  there  is  no  difference  in 
vibration  between  the  SLRV's  and  the  Breda  cars  as  it's  a  matter  of 
spring  constant  rather  than  the  weight  of  the  vehicle. 

President  Nothenberg  noted  that  we  need  to  solve  the  vibration 
problem  and  asked  staff  to  re- look  at  places  along  the  J-Church  and 
N-Judah  in  light  of  current  and  anticipated  Breda  car  service. 

Director  Cruz  stated  that  this  list  was  a  system  wide  look  at  the 
rail  replacement  program  and  that  he  would  return  to  the  commission 
with  a  reprioritized  list. 

Commissioner  Sun  asked  about  the  noise  levels  refered  to  in  a  recent 
letter  from  Bill  Trumbo  who  claimed  there  was  no  reduction. 
Cruz  noted  that  we  performed  decibel  counts  on  both  vehicles  and  that 
they  are  the  same.

Director  Cruz  invited  the  Commission  to  view  a  hybrid 
electric/diesel  bus  manufactured  by  Orion  at  Woods  Division  on 
September  10th. 

Director  Cruz  reviewed  the  operational,   environmental  and  fiscal 
impact  of  converting  buses  to  CNG  vehicles.     He  has  concluded 
that  it  is  not  possible  to  do  with  articulated  buses  and  if  we 
were  in  better  fiscal  condition,   it  would  be  a  worthy  endeavor 
for  MUNI.     He  noted  that  50%  of  the  fleet  is  non-diesel  and  that 
we  have  switched  to  clean  burning  diesel . 

7.     Public  Comment 

Jon  Rainwater,   SF  League  of  Conservation  Voters,   noted  that  CNG 
is  a  complex  issue  and  it's  important  to  note  that  diesel  buses 
contribute  to  particulate  matter.     He  urged  the  commission  to 
take  a  closer  look  at  CNG. 

Brad  Benson,   SF  League  of  Conservation  Voters,   addressed  a  few 
technical  issues.     He  queried  the  estimated  weight  added  due  to 
CNG  and  thought  the  need  for  50%  more  buses  was  inflated.  He 
asked  staff  to  talk  to  other  transit  properties  and  do  further 
cost  analysis. 

David  Pilpel,  Sierra  Club,  supports  investigation  of  CNG  vehicles 
and  stated  that  it  is  the  right  thing  to  do. 

Todd  Campbell,  Natural  Resources  Defense  Council,    is  concerned 
with  future  diesel  purchases  in  terms  of  health  impacts.  He 
urged  continued  study. 
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George  Musser,   Rescue  Muni,   asked  about  subway  closure  during  the 
evening.     He  noted  that  staff  had  improved  signage  and 
appreciates  staff  for  looking  at  extending  service  on  holidays 
when  contractor  is  not  working.

6.  Director's  Report

Response  to 
MUNI's  hiring  plan  by  Andrea  Gourdine,   Director,  Human 
Resources  Dept . 

Director  Cruz  noted  that  the  Orion  bus  will  be  at  Woods  Division 
for  review. 
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The  Director  also  discussed  MUNI ' s  response  to  the  BART  strike. 
He  talked  about  the  large  increase  in  ridership  and  a  few 
unexpected  issues  that  have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  strike, 
particularly  the  platform  and  elevator  areas  and  coin  machines 
operated  and  maintained  by  BART  but  used  by  MUNI  riders. 

President  Nothenberg  acknowledged  staff  for  their  creativity  and 
commitment.  Commissioner  Flynn  suggested  that  staff  keep  records 
of  any  work  done  in  areas  usually  maintained  by  BART. 

Tanya  Meyers,  Acting  Director  of  Personnel  presented  the  plan  for 
filling  vacancies. 

President  Nothenberg  noted  that  the  problem  of  filling  vacancies 
is  not  unique  to  MUNI  but  that  it  is  more  critical  at  MUNI  than 
at  other  agencies  particularly  now  that  MUNI ' s  ability  to  hire  is 
greater  than  ever  before.     He  stressed  that  our  ability  to 
improve  service  on  the  street  depended  on  our  doing  far  better  on 
filling  vacancies  than  we  are  currently  doing. 

Ms.  Meyers  stressed  the  desire  to  hire  as  quickly  as  possible. 
Many  initial  hires  will  be  provisional  with  staff  returning  to 
those  hires  later  to  provide  civil  service  exams. 

Director  Cruz  reviewed  changes  in  the  operator  hiring  procedure 
which  will  require  people  to  have  a  Class  B  license  and  be 
passenger  coach  certified  prior  to  participating  in  MUNI ' s  four 
week  training  class.     The  commission  and  staff  discussed  various 
ways  to  help  people  pay  for  this  class.     Commissioner  Sun  asked 
about  establishing  a  revolving  fund  to  help  offset  training 
costs . 

Andrea  Gourdine,  Director  of  Human  Resources,   in  reviewing  MUNI ' s 
hiring  plans,   stated  that  the  plan  was  incomplete  and  that 
consequently,   she  was  unable  to  determine  MUNI ' s  ability  to  meet 
any  schedule  without  knowing  who  is  specifically  accountable  for 
the  work  and  what  the  significant  milestones  are.   She  added  that 
provisional  hires  are  not  in  the  long  term  interests  of  MUNI  or 
our  employees  but  it  is  an  attractive  short  term  fix.     She  also 
stressed  the  need  for  competent  personnel  staff  who  could  each 
administer  a  significantly  larger  number  of  exams  per  year  than 
the  five  total  we  currently  have  planned. 
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President  Nothenberg  is  concerned  that  this  system  will  collapse 
if  we  don't  deal  with  this  problem  and  that  we  can't  promise  any 
service  improvements  without  extraordinary  measures  taken  to  fill 
vacancies . 

President  Nothenberg  asked  the  Director  to  appoint  someone  at  the 
deputy  level  who  would  work  with  Ms .   Gourdine  to  create  a 
realistic  and  aggressive  hiring  plan.     He  also  acknowledged  Ms.

He  noted 
that  the  grinding  done  earlier  this  summer  made  a  big  difference 
in  noise  but  not  on  vibration. 

David  Hoiem  is  surprised  that  no  one  knew  that  the  Breda  cars 
were  noisy  prior  to  purchase.     He  has  begun  circulating  petitions 
to  get  the  cars  out  of  service  until  the  problems  have  been 
solved . 

Debra  Hoiem  talked  about  the  noise  and  vibration  of  the  Breda 
cars.     Her  daughter  has  to  sleep  with  earplugs.       Staff  tTas 
suggested  that  she  replace  her  windows.     She  added  that  in  the 
middle  of  the  night  cars  are  running  at  25  mph. 
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(Director  Cruz  will  send  an  inspector  to  her  area  at  night  to 
check  the  running  speed  of  these  cars . ) 

Commissioner  Sun  restated  the  commission's  desire  to  have  this 
system  be  the  best  it  can  be  and  is  appreciative  of  the 
neighbor's  concerns.     He  discussed  that  the  commitment  to 
purchase  these  cars  was  made  prior  to  this  administration  and  the 
only  option  they  have  is  how  to  mitigate  the  problems  experienced 
by  residents.     He  added  that  actions  to  correct  these  problems 
may  not  move  with  the  speed  that  residents  would  like.

Ernestine  Weiss  talked  about  a  neighbor  who  waited  an  hour  for  a 
42 -Van  Ness  and  about  how  operators  need  to  tell  people  to  move 
to  the  back  of  the  bus  particularly  on  the  38-Geary. 

James  Bryant,   SEIU  790,   asked  to  meet  and  confer  on  the 
reorganization.     He  also  acknowledged  and  thanked  the  Director, 
TWU  and  other  city  agencies  for  the  day  at  the  ballpark  with  280 
seniors . 

Ray  Antonio,   TWU  250A,   expressed  concerns  about  the  Prop  J. 
Update,   the  NTSB  report  and  on  the  hiring  plan. 

Joan  Canly  discussed  the  vibration  of  her  house  because  of  the 
Breda  cars . 

Larry  Martin,   TWU-250,   said  that  Muni  continues  to  do  a 
disservice  to  residents  because  we  are  don't  have  enough 
operators  to  provide  service.     He  suggested  that  we  run  two 
classes  concurrently. 

(Director  Cruz  responded  by  saying  he  did  present  that  option  to 
the  commission  and  is  in  the  process  of  hiring  and  training 
additional  people  who  can  train  operators.)

Tom  Radulovich  urged  the  continuance  of  the  use  of  the  Fast  Pass 
on  BART  and  added  that  it  is  the  most  successful  inter  agency  use 
of  a  pass. 

Daniel  Murphy,   Rescue  Muni,   understands  the  financial  side  but 
added  that  if  the  program  was  terminated,   the  problems  would 
remain  unsolved  since  typical  riders  will  stop  buying  the  Fast 
Pass . 

George  Musser,  Rescue  Muni,  sees  that  he  would  almost  double  what 
he  already  pays  or  he'd  have  to  wait  for  a  bus  which  never  comes. 
He  asked  the  commission  not  to  authorize  early  termination. 
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Marc  Roddin,   MTC,   noted  that  the  Fast  pass  on  Bart  is  the  most 
heavily  used  joint  transit  agency  pass  and  he  would  like  to  work 
with  both  organizations  to  resolve  this  situation. 

Rob  Montague  recalled  that  the  original  agreement  was  based  on 
fact-  that  San  Franciscans  weren't  using  BART  sufficiently  so 
their  tax  dollars  were  wasted.  He's  opposed  to  ending  it. 

Ken  Niemi  commented  that  ending  this  agreement  would  either 
double  the  fare  or  double  commute  time. 

Richard  Mlynarik  echoed  prior  comments  about  the  success  of  this 
fare  agreement . 

Elizabeth  Willey  discussed  the  unreliability  of  J-Church  service. 

David  Pilpel,   Sierra  Club,   noted  that  MTC  won't  allow  this 
agreement  to  terminate  and  Muni  can't  provide  replacement  service 
anyway.

He  added 
that  he'd  like  more  information  as  to  how  it'll  be  implemented 
especially  the  groundwork  to  be  done  with  neighborhoods  and 
people  with  language  difficulties. 

Director  Cruz  noted  that  MMX  was  originally  the  only  line  being 
considered  for  Proof  of  Payment  but  Chinatown  Resource  Center 
asked  that  the  30  and  45  be  of  the  pilot  program. 

President  Nothenberg  is  concerned  about  creating  a  black  market 
for  transfers  and  suggested  there  ought  to  be  some  way  to  be  more 
careful  about  disposing  transfers.  His  other  concern  is  with  the 
aggressive  schedule  for  implementation  of  Phase  II.  He  has  little 
confidence  that  it  can  be  implemented  quickly  and  asked  that  the 
resolution  be  amended  to  stipulate  February  1  as  a  start  date  or 
return  to  the  commission  if  it  can't  be  implemented  by  that  date. 

Mayor  Brown  thanked  President  Nothenberg  for  his  stellar  service 
as  chair  of  the  commission  adding  that  the  city  will  feel  his 
absence  deeply. 

Mayor  Brown  discussed  his  desire  to  have  a  system  which  is  free 
to  the  public  and  thinks  Muni  is  a  quality  system  despite  broken 
down  and  outdated  equipment .     He  reviewed  the  advantages  of  the 
POP  plan  and  urged  the  commission  to  support  it. 
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PUBLIC  COMMENT: 


Robert  C.  Dotsony   SEIU,   noted  that  station  agents  are  worried 
about  job  security  and  asked  Muni  to  hire  additional  agents. 

Mary  Moore,   SEIU,   is  a  station  agent  who  is  concerned  about 
losing  her  job. 

James  Bryant,   SEIU,   acknowledged  President  Nothenberg  for  his 
service  to  the  City.     He  added  that  POP  as  a  concept  is  not  a  bad 
idea  but  he  doesn't  think  the  bugs  are  worked  out  and  asked  that 
the  item  be  continued. 

Richard  Mlynarik  noted  that  POP  in  other  cities  is  convenient  and 
urged  Muni  to  pursue  the  program.

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He  added  that  if  that  plan  moved  forward,   MUNI  would  have  to 
close  the  tunnel  for  one  Sunday  per  month  to  allow  for  continued 
ATCS  testing. 

7.  Public  Comment 

Bob  Planthold,   MAAC,    is  concerned  about  surface  platforms  on 
south  beach  extension  as  there  will  be  no  station  agents  to  help 
people  with  disabilities.     He  added  that  MAAC  had  been  very- 
active  in  reporting  access  problems  over  the  years. 

Alice  Fialkin,   Local  200,   is  incensed  that  there  has  been  no 
meetings  to  discuss  recommended  position  changes  in  next  year's 
budget.   She  asked  to  meet  and  confer. 

(Commissioner  Flynn  asked  the  director  to  try  to  resolve  the 
issues  raised  by  local  200.)
